At @ time when the worst in man's 
nature is being so wantonly displayed 
throughout the harassed world, it is 
pleasant to see the best in man’s nature 
generously given to secure the safety of 
a little child. 

Wars and rumors of wars, industrial 
disturbances, mounting food prices and all 
the rest of it testify to the savagery and 
greed and selfishness that are always 
present in the human heart. 

But in the midst of this apprehension 
and fear and distress, a child is lost in a 
wood, And immediately hundreds of busy 
people cast aside their worries and lay 
aside their pressing duties and go out in 
an exhausting search that the lost child 
may be found. 

God forbid that we should weave a 
smug homily about a set of circumstances 
that have brought grief and sorrow to the 
parents of little Lorraine Smith. 

But each news story from Jasper, tell- 
ing of heroic and tireless efforts to track 
Lorraine in the forest, telling of women 
coming in from the search with bleeding 
feet, telling of aged men beating through 
the brush until they are ready to drop, is 
a tale of triumph as well as tragedy. 


For here is human nature at its glori- 
ous best, human nature demonstrating its 
capacity for loving in a world given over 
to hating, human nature exhibiting kind- 
ness and generosity and sympathy in an 
age of fear and suspicion and greed. 

This is the very power and glory of 
humanity, that men and women drop their 
own affairs, forget their own anxieties, dis- 
miss their own urgencies and come from 
far and near to trudge endlessly through 
a dismal wood to find a child who is lost. 

There is a precedent for it in another 
place. 

And this precedent also ‘illustrates the 
best in human nature as contrasted with 
the worst. 

It is the tale of a certain shepherd, 
told by another Shepherd, who left ninety- 
and-nine of his flock in the wilderness to 
go and seek a single sheep that was lost. 

It seems that those who are lost are 
always the most precious in the eyes of 
men and in the eyes of heaven. 

For this shepherd, having found his 
sheep, carried it homeward on his back 
and said to his friends and neighbors: 

“Rejoice with me, for I have found my 
sheep which was lost.” 


The City and Subsidies on Coal 


Every Edmonton citizen has a vital 
interest in what city council decides Mon- 
day with regard to this winter's coal sup- 
ply for the city power pl ant. 

Primarily, aldermen will have to reach 
a settlement on how much the city—and 
ultimately every citizen, taxpayer or no 
—is prepared to subsidize district cal 
mines. 

One strip mine, which has been supply- 
ing coal over the years, has offered the 
power plant coal at $2.10 a ton. City com- 
missioners have circularized other mines 
which have been supplying it at around 
$2.50 a ton, to see how much they will 
supply at $2.10. 

Naturally the operators’ reaction is 
strong. Charges have been hurled that the 
$2.10-a-ton mine in non-union, that the 
others will have to go of business if 
they don’t get some of the business, and 
that the city 1itments to mine 
operators ohio must be kept. This is 
probably to be expected.

third expected to be ready for gas by 
October, electricity can be produced from 
gas at a price equivalent to $1.90 per ton 
for coal. 

In effect, then, even at the $2.10 a ton 
offer for coal, the city would be subsidizing 
coal to the tune of 20 cents. 

Five coal suppliers have now offered to 
drop their price to $2.35, which would mean 
in effect a subsidy of 45 cents a ton. 

Council must decide Monday whether 
to help out some coal mines by paying fore 
this year than necessary for coal at the 
expense of power consumers, or whether 
consumers should reap the benefit of 
cheaper power costs, 

But the crux of the whole situation is 
for council to soon decide how much 
farther—if any—to go in converting the 
remaining two power plant boilers to burn 
ras. 

It would not take very long for the 
much cheaper generation costs to cover 
the $60,000 per boiler conversion cost. 

Every Edmontonian would benefit, not 
only because all utilities profits are plow- 
ed back into general city revenues, but 
because the way might then be open to 
lower consumer charges, 


More Attention to Civil Defence 


A medical member ‘of parliament has 
warned the government that preparations 
for civil defence should embrace a good 
deal more than a casuai knowledge of the 
effects of atomic bombing. He is eminently 
right. Preparations for civil defence should 
be immediately expanded. 

Dr. W. G. Blair of Lanark, who makes 
this protest, says that the possibility of 
gas and germ warfare should also be 
thoroughly considered. 

The gravity of the entire situation is 
emphasized, he points out, by the fact that 
civilian hospitals are already overcrowded 
and that special provision for civilian casu- 
alties must be made should a general war 
break out, 

Support of Dr. Blair's position implies

no criticism of plans already laid for civil 
defence. 

In Alberta, for example, four men are 
to go east for special training in com- 
batting the effects of the atom bomb. 

This is excellent. But as Dr. Blair says, 
it does not go far enough. 

What apparently has been overlooked 
is that if Russia enters the war openly, the 
civilized world will be confronting an ad- 
vérsary absolutely without scruple or 
mora] restraint. 

If the poisoning or pollution of water 
supplies will serve her purpose, she will 
not hesitate to take that step. If disease 
germs will help her, she will use them. 

Another world war will offer no sanc- 
tuary anywhere for the civilian.

Nationalism 
Vs. Patriotism 


Here at Camp Elphinstone, in 
the 1950 session of the Public Af- 
fairs Institute, my own job has 
been easy. I am supposed to be 
the co-ordinator of the various 
talks and discussions. 

But so good are the imported 
speakers and so lively are the 
group discussions that I can more 
or less coast along. 

My particular aim this year is 
to help clarify the difference be- 
tween what is called patriotism 
and what is called nationalism. 

By and large, I thing patriotism 
is a natural, inevitable and there- 
fore good thing. 

It is natural for a person to 
love his own country, just as it 
is natural for a person to be af- 
fectionate to his own kith and 
kin. It is also true, I think, that 
“that man’s the best cosmopo- 
lite who loves his native country 
best.” 


Perverted 
Patriotism 


Al least, bo man can be a good 
humanitarian, a true loyalist to 
the human race as a whole, un- 
less his larger loyalties are solid- 
ly based on love of what is near 
and what he knows. 

Nationalism, as we have come 
to know it, seems to me a very 
different thing. It is a sort of per- 
verted patriotism. It is a system 
which tries to exalt one’s own 
country at the expense of one or 
more other countries. 

~ is the warped kind of creed 
which teaches young people that 
ther- is one set of laws and one 
set of moral and ethical stand- 
ards to be applied within one’s 
own country, but that there is an 
entirely different set of stand- 
ards and values to be applied to 
relationships between one’s own 
feliow -itizens and quite another 
set to be applied to others. 

The essential difference it I 
see between patriotism and na- 
tionalism is that we must always 
have patriotism if we are to have 
a healthy, vitally alive world 


Nationalism 
On Way Out 


But nationalism is a passing 


phase in human history. It has 
already outlived its usefulness. 

The time has passed when hu- 
manity can be divided up into 60 
or 70 entities called “nations” 
which have law and order within 
their own domains, but no law 
between them except the law of 
tooth and claw—the law of the 
jungle. 

The great world struggle that 
has gone on ever since 1914, in 
one form or another, seems to 
me one which will decide what 
power, or group of powers, is 
going to write the fundamental 
laws of the coming age of supra- 
nationalism; that is, law above 
the level of the local law of the 
nations. 


Will it be a Red print written 
by World Communi_.a? 

Will it be a western democratic 
blueprint? 

Obviously it might be one or 
other if the present struggle is 
continued into world war four.

I do not believe we shall get a 
true basis for harmonious world 
law until all the great sections of 
the human family are ready, will- 
ing, able to sit down together and 
write the first chapter of what 
Tennyson called “the parliament 
of man, the federation of the 
world.” 

How near or far, in point of 
time, that day may be I do not 
care to guess. 

Here at this year’s camp we 
have not argued about reti-hot 
current issues.

The minister said he doesn’t
